S t. P k t e r s b u r g , Aug . 29 .—By order 
of Emperor Nicholas, Count Murav ieflf, 
the foreig n minister, on the 24th inst., 
handed to the foreig n diplomats at St. 
Petersburg a note declaring that the 
maintenance of peace and the reduc­ 
tion of the excessiv e armaments now 
crushing all nations is the ideal for 
which ailfg ov eroments oug ht to striv e. 
The czar considers the present mo­ 
ment fav orable for the inaug uration o t 
a mov ement looking to this end, and in­ 
v ites the powers to take part in an in­ 
ternational conference as a means of 
thus seeming real and lasting peace 
and terminating the prog ressiv s increase 
of armament. 
L o n d o n , Aug . 29 .—The czar*s propo­ 
sition for an international conference 
for the purpose of securing real and 
lastiug peace among the powers and 
the termination of the prog ressiv e in­ 
crease in armaments, as conv eyed in a 
note from Count Murav ieff, the Russian 
foreig n minister, to the foreig n diplo­ 
mats at tit. Petersburg , is likely to pro­ 
duce a sensació n throug hout Europe, 
and, oomiug from such a quarter and 
with such ev ident sincerity of purpose, 
it is likely to hav e important effects. 
There is no doubt tiiat with Russia 
taking the lead in such a step Germany, 
France and the other nations will be 
ready to follow. 
The text of the note follows: 
“ The maintenance of g eneral peace 
and the possible rednotion of the ex­ 
cessiv e armaments which weig h upon 
all nations present themselv es in exist­ 
ing conditions to the whole world as an 
ideal toward which the endeav ors of 
all g ov ernments should be directed. 
The humanitarian and mag nanimous 
ideas of his majesty, the emperor, my 
aug ust master, hav e been won ov er to 
this v iew in the conv iction that this 
lofty aim is iii couformity with the 
most essential interests and leg itimate 
v iews of ail the powers; and the im­ 
perial g ov ernment thinks the present 
moment would be v ery fav orable to 
seeking the means. 
••International discussion is the most 
etlectuai means of ensuring ali people’s 
beiielit—a real durable peace, abov e all, 
putting an end to the prog ressiv e de­ 
v elopment of the present armaments. 
“ Ill the course of 20 years the long ing 
for g eneral appeasement has g rown es- 
pt'Ciaiiy pronounced in the consciences 
ot civ ilized nations; and the preserv a­ 
tion of peace has, been put forward as 
ail object of international policy. It is 
in Its name that g reat states hav e con­ 
cluded among themselv es powerful alli­ 
ances. 
“ It is better to g uarantee peace, that 
they hav e dev eloped, in proportions 
hitherto unprecedented, their military 
forces and still continue to increase 
them, without shrinking from any sac­ 
rifice. 
“ Nev ertheless all these efforts hav e 
not yet been able to bring about the 
beneficient result desired—pacification. 
“ The financial charg es following the 
upward march strike at the v ery root 
of public prosperity. The intellectual 
and physical streng th of the nation’s 
labor and capital are mostly div erted 
from their natural application and are 
uriprodnctiv ely consumed. 
Hundreds 
of millions are dev oted to acquiring ter­ 
rible eng ines of destruction, which, 
thoug h today reg arded as the last work 
of science, are destined tomorrow to 
lose all their v alue in consequence of 
some fresh discov ery in the same field. 
National culture, economic 
prog ress 
and the production of wealth are either 
paralyzed or checked in dev elopment. 
Moreov er, in proportion as the arma­ 
ments of each power increase, they less 
and less fulfill the object the g ov ern­ 
ments ^ v e set before themselv es. 
“ The economic crisis, due in g reat 
part to the 
system 
of 
armaments 
I’outrance, and the continual dang er 
which lies in this massing of war ma­ 
terial are transforming the armed peace 
of our days into a crushing burden, 
which the peoples hav e more and more 
difficulty in bearing . 
“ It appean ev ident that if this state 
of thing s were to be prolong ed, it 
would inev itably lead to the v ery cata­ 
clysm it is desired to av ert, and the hor­ 
rors whereof make 
ev ery thinning 
shudder ip adv ance. 
“ To put an end to these incessant 
armaments and to seek the means of 
warding off the calamities which are 
threatening the whole world—such is 
the supreme duty today imposed upon 
ail states. 
“ Filled with this idea his majesty 
has been pleased to command me to 
propose to all the g ov ernments whose | 
representativ es are accredited to the 
imperial court, the assembling of a coii- 
ft'rence which shall occupy itself with 
this g rav e prob'em. 
“ ih is coiiiereiice will be, by the help 
of God, a happy presag e for the century 
which is about to open. 
It would con­ 
v erg e 
into oue powerful focus the 
efforts of all states sincerely seeking to

Will Leav e Somerset Today 
For Clev eland. 


R esident Intim a ted Some o f Soldiers a t 
Camp Meade W ould Go to Cuba 
aud Porto Rico. 


C am p 
M e a d e , 
M id d le to w n , Pa., 
Aug . 29 .—(Teneral Dav is, commander 
of the SiHond div ision of the Second 
army corps, has established headquar­ 
ters in Camp Meade and will remain 
here until the troops are mastered out. 
The g eneral and his staff came in Sat­ 
urday nig ht from Thoroug hfare Gap 
with the Twenty-second Kansas. 
General Dav is was expected to bring 
with him the report of the oonrtmartim 
proceeding s in the case of Captain Dun­ 
can, the young Kansas surg eon, who 
was sentenced to fiv e years’ imprison­ 
ment for desecrating the g rav es of Con­ 
federate soldiers. 
General 
Grafiam 
says he has not yet receiv ed the report 
and until he does the full decision will 
not be made public. 
The fiealtii of the camp is splendid, 
there being less than 200 cases in the 
g eneral hospitals. 
With the exception 
of lo typhoid fev er cases, none is seri­ 
ous. 
The 
typhoid cases are being 
treated by the female nurses at the Red 
Cross hospitals. 
Colonel Girard, chief medical officer, 
receiv ed a teleg ram yesterday from St. 
Ag nes hospital, Philadelphia, offering 
to send a hospital train to Camp Meade 
for the sick soldiers if he thoug ht it 
necessary to transfer them to that in­ 
stitution, which promised to take care 
of 100 patients. The colonel declined 
the offer with thanks. Eig hty patients 
from the two Missouri reg iments were 
taken away from here y^terday morn­ 
ing in the Missouri hospital train, which 
Wtts met at Harrisburg with 60 more 
patients from the Camp Alg er hospitals. 
&cv eu civ ilians were turned ov er to 
the civ il authorities yesterday for sell­ 
ing whisky to the soldiers. 
The bodies of the two priv ates killed 
by a fast mail train on the Pennsylv a­ 
nia railroad Saturday will be buried by 
the g ov ernment in the National ceme­ 
tery at Gettysburg . 
President McKinley intimated to Gen­ 
eral Graham that the picked reg iments 
of his corps would be sent to Porto Rico 
and Cuba for g arrison duty and that 
the remainder would be mustered out.

Middletown . Pa., Aug . 29 .—Presi­ 
dent McKinley, commander-in-chief of 
the army and nav y, Saturday inspected 
the Georg e G. Meade camp, lying be­ 
tween Middletown and Harrisburg , the 
first army camp he has v isited since the 
beg inning of the war, in a thoroug hly 
democratic fashion. 
At his request 
there was no g rand rev iew of the troops, 
and he saw them just as they are day 
in and day out. 
He drov e to ev ery 
portion, and after he had finished, and 
just before he stepped on the train for 
Somerset, where he will

brother, Abner McKinley, he said to a 
g roup of newspaper correspondents:

W a s h in g to n , 
Aug . 29 .—Secretary of 
War Alg er, in an interv iew, defends 
the administration of his department. 
He places the blame for the horrible 
condition of the camps on the shoul­ 
ders of the officers in charg e of those 
camps. 
Secretary Alg er says that 
neither he, the surg eon g eneral, the 
quartermaster g eneral nor the commis­ 
sary g eueral should be held responsi- 
blei and that it is an outrag e to blame 
them. 
He declares they hav e filled 
ev ery requisition that has been made 
and supplied ev ery necessity or luxury 
that has been asked for. 
The secretary hoiies that cong ress 
will ‘ inv estig ate all the charg es made. 
He would order an inv estig ation him­ 
self, bur fears tlie people would say 
that it was made by interested persons. 
He was indig nant at tlie charg es made 
ag ainst him, saying in part: 
“ VV'^e hav e an army of •3 50 ,0iK) in the 
field, s attered from Manila to Porto 
Rii o, yi‘t the press of the country ap­ 
pears to think that the secretary of 
war should locate ev ery camp and dig 
ev t-ry .sink for the men. 
It is ridicu- 
lou.s. ” 
“ Who was responsible for the attack 
on 
Santiag o 
before

landrd.'” 
“ CJ eueral Shafter, and tlm country 
owes a larg e <iebt of g ratitude to him 
for liav ing done so, it he ha« l not or­ 
dered the adv ance we would hav e been 
there yet, dying m tlie trenches before 
the city. 
“ (ieiierdl Sumner, Geueral Wheeler, 
Geueral Young , all told me personally 
the oiiiy chance that sav ed our army 
and won the day was Geueral Shafter’s 
insistence u{)oii making the adv ance 
whde our men were strong aud in g ood 
condition. 
“ The so-called horror ships Concho 
aud Seneca are old stories. They hav e 
been inv estig ated. The fault lay with 
the ships’ captains.” 


SOLDIER TRIED TO SUICIDE

N e w Y o r k , Aug . 29 .—Sixty of the 
worst cases of sick soldiers were re­ 
mov ed from the transport San Marcos 
yesterday morning , which had arriv ed! 
fioiii the south. 
Nearly all the men are conv alescents 
from the g eneral armv hospitals at Key 
West and Tampa. 
The men takeu off 
were distributed as follows: 
Ten to the New York hospital, one to 
Gov ernor’s island and the remainder 
to Fort Hamilton and Fort Wadsworth. 
Very few of the men were able to walk. 
The soene, as the men were led or car­ 
ried down the sea ladder and lifted on 
to the General Meig s, was pathetic in 
the extreme. 
The men could not be 
transferred on stretchers, and, clad in 
pajamas, their emaciated forms were 
carried down the plank. 
Priv ate Stephen Easton, Troop K, 
First v olunteer cav alry, was the only 
man lauded at Gov ernor’s island, as the 
field ho.spital on the island is crowded. 
He IS suffering from melancholia,hav ing 
lost his v oice aud hearing as the result 
of fev etzcoutracted while serv ing before 
Santiag o. 
During the trip to this city 
he made attempts to end his life and 
had to be g uarded.

The three iihysirians reg arded this 
answer us miraculous, as all ag reed 
that the j artieulur part of the brain 
affected by the paralysis W'us that g ov ­ 
erning .-peech and that the ex-g ov ernor 
would probably nev er hav e talked had 
he*liv » *d. 
It was the only word he 
sfioke after lie was stricken. 
He im- 
modiuiely lapstMl into a profound coma 
from which he did not recov er before 
he passed away aliout 6:80 o’clock. The 
funeral is to occur at Clinton, Ind. 
(rov « *riior Mount and staff and state 
officials are to attend. 
Ex-Gov ernor Matthews was born in 
Hath county, Ky.. the birthplace of 
Abraham Ijiuco Iii, Dec. 14, 1845. 
He 
left Kentucky m 1868, and settled iu 
Vermillion county, Ind., where he had 
a farm of 2,000 acres. 
Althoug h always hav ing a strong 
predilection for politics, Mr. Matthews 
rarely soug nt office. 
He serv ed a term 
iu the leg islature in 187 6. 
In 189 0 he 
was nominated and elected secretary of 
state aud iu 189 2 he was Chosen gov­ 
ernor. 
In 189 6 the friends of Mr. Matthews 
resolv ed to make him a conspicuous 
caftdidate for the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
The state conv ention 
was enthusiastically in fav or of his 
nomination by ths national DemooraCio 
conv ention, which met in Chicag o iu 
J uly, 189 0. 
Gn J an. 7 , 1868, he married Martha 
R. Whitcomb, daug hter of the late 
J as. Whitcomb, who was g ov ernor of 
Indiana from 1848 to 1849 , and was af­ 
terward United States senator from 
this state. 
Mr. Matthews a tta in^ wide celebrity 
while g ov ernor by driv ing out the Roby 
g a m b l e r s .___________

Ronmauiau is expected to l^ v e for 
Montank Point today with 660 sick men 
of the Sev enty-first, Second and Ninth 
Massachusetts, the Second reg ulars, the 
Tenth cav alry and the Sixteenth and 
Twenty-first reg iments. 
The condition 
of the men is extremely bad, the disap­

CAMP THOMAS INSPECTED. 


St. P etersbu r g, Aug. 29.—B y order 
of Emperor Nicholas, Count Muravieff, 
the foreign minister, on the 24th inst., 
handed to' the foreign diplomats at St. 
Petersburg a note declaring that the 
maintenance of peace and the reduc­ 
tion of the excessive armaments now 
crushing all nations is the ideal for 
which *U,governments ought to strive. 
The czar considers the present mo­ 
ment favorable for the inauguration of 
a movement looking to this end, and in­ 
vites the powers to take part in an in- 
ternational conference as a means of 
thus securing real and lasting peace 
and terminating the progressive increase 
of armament. 
L ondon, Aug. 29.— The czar's propo­ 
sition for an international conference 
for the purpose of securing real and 
lasting peace among the powers and 
the termination of the progressive in­ 
crease in armaments, as conveyed in a 
note from Count Muravieff, the Russian 
foreign minister, to the foreign diplo­ 
mats at Bt. Petersburg, is likely to pro­ 
duce a sensation throughout Europe, 
and, coming from such a quarter and 
with such evident sincerity of purpose, 
it is likely to have important effects. 
There is no doubt that with Russia 
taking the lead in such a step Germany, 
France and the other nations will be 
ready to follow. 
The text of the note follows: 
“The maintenance of general peace 
and the possible reduction of the ex­ 
cessive armaments whioh weigh upon 
all nations present themselves in exist­ 
ing conditions to the whole world as an 
ideal toward which the endeavors of 
all governments should be directed. 
The humanitarian and magnanimous 
ideas of his majesty, the emperor, my 
august master, have been won over to 
this view rn the conviction that this 
lofty aim is in conformity with the 
most essential interests and legitimate 
views of ail the powers; and the im­ 
perial government thinks the present 
moment would be very favorable to 
seeking the means. 
“International discussion is the most 
effectual means of ensuring all people’s 
beuetit—a real durable peace, above all, 
putting an end to the progressive de­ 
velopment of the present armaments. 
“Iii the course of 20 years the longing 
for general appeasement has grown es­ 
pecially pronounced in the consciences 
ot civilized nations; and the preserva­ 
tion of peace has. been put forward as 
au object of international policy. 
It is 
in its name that great states have con­ 
cluded among themselves powerful alli­ 
ances. 
“It is better to guarantee peace, that 
they have developed, in proportions 
hitherto unprecedented, their military 
forces and still continue to increase 
them, without shrinking from any sac­ 
rifice. 
“Nevertheless all these efforts have 
not yet been able to bring about the | 
beneficient result desired—pacification. 
“The financial charges following the 
upward march strike at the very root 
of public prosperity. 
The intellectual 
and physical strength of the nation’s 
labor and capital are mostly diverted 
from their natural application and are 
unproductively consumed. 
Hundreds 
of millions are devoted to acquiring ter­ 
rible engines of destruction, which, 
though today regarded as the last work 
of science, are destined tomorrow to 
lose all their value in consequence of 
some fresh discovery in the same field. 
National culture, economic 
progress 
and the production of wealth are either 
paralyzed or checked in development. 
Moreover, in proportion as the arma­ 
ments of each power increase, they less 
and less fulfill the object the govern­ 
ments have set before themselves. 
“The economic crisis, due in great 
part to the 
system 
of 
armaments 
Uoutranoe, and the continual danger 
which lies in this massing of war ma­ 
terial are transforming the armed peace 
of our days into a crushing burden, 
which tho peoples have more and more 
difficulty in* bearing. 
“It Rppeam evident that if this state 
of tilings were to be prolonged, it 
would inevitably lead to the very cata­ 
clysm it is desired to avert, and the hor­ 
rors whereof make 
every thinning 
shudder ip advance. 
“To put an end to these incessant 
armaments and to seek the means of 
warding off the calamities which are 
threatening the whole world—such is 
the supreme duty today imposed upon 
all states. 
“Filled with this idea his majesty 
has been pleased to command me to 
propose to all the governments whose 
representatives are accredited to the 
imperial court, the assembling of a con­ 
ference which shall occupy itself with 
this grave prob’em.

St. P e t e r s b u r g , Aug. 29.—By order 
of Emperor Nicholas, Count Muravieff, 
the foreign m inister, on the 24th inst., 
handed to the foreign diplomate at St. 
Petersburg a note declaring that the 
maintenance of peace and the redac­ 
tion of the excessive armaments now 
crushing all nations is the ideal for 
which ail,governments ought to strive. 
The czar considers the present mo­ 
ment favorable for the inauguration of 
a movement looking to this end, and in­ 
vites the powers to take part in an in­ 
ternational conference as a means of 
thus securing real and lasting peace 
and term inating the progressive increase 
of armament. 
L o n d o n , Aug. 29.—The czar's propo­ 
sition for an international conference 
for the purpose of securing real and 
lasting peace among the powers and 
the termination of the progressive in­ 
crease in armaments, as conveyed in a 
note from Count Muravieff, the Russian 
foreign minister, to the foreign diplo­ 
mats at Bt. Petersburg, is likely to pro­ 
duce a sensation throughout Europe, 
and, coming from such a quarter and 
with such evident sincerity of purpose. 
it is likely to nave important effects. 
There is no doubt that with Russia 
taking the lead in such a step Germany, 
France and the other nations w ill be 
ready to follow- 
The text of the note follows: 
“The maintenance of general peace 
and the possible reduction of the ex­ 
cessive armaments which weigh upon 
all nations present themselves in exist­ 
ing conditions to the whole world as an 
ideal toward which the endeavors of 
all governments should be directed. 
The hum anitarian and magnanimous 
ideas of his majesty, the emperor, my 
auKust master, have been won over to 
this view in the conviction that this 
lofty aim is rn conformity with the 
most essential interests and legitimate 
views of ail the powers; and the im­ 
perial government thinks the present 
moment would be very favorable to 
seeking the means. 
“ International discussion is the most 
effectual means of ensuring all people’s 
benefit—a real durable peace, above all, 
putting an end to the progressive de­ 
velopment of the present armaments. 
“In the course of 20 years the longing 
for general appeasement has grown es­ 
pecially pronounced in the consciences 
ot civilized nations; and the preserva­ 
tion of peace has. been put forward as 
an object of international policy. 
It is 
in its name that great states have con­ 
cluded among themselves powerful alli­ 
ances. 
“It is better to guarantee peace, that 
they have developed, in proportions 
hitherto unprecedented, their military 
forces and still continue to increase 
them, without shrinking from any sac­ 
rifice. 
“Nevertheless all these efforts have 
not yet been able to bring about the 
beneficient result desired—pacification. 
“The financial charges following the 
upward march strike at the very root 
of public prosperity. The intellectual 
and physical strength of the nation’s 
labor and capital are mostly diverted 
from their natural application and are 
unproductively consumed. 
Hundreds 
of millions are devoted to acquiring ter­ 
rible engines of destruction, which, 
though today regarded as the last work 
of science, are destined tomorrow to 
lose all their value in consequence of 
some fresh discovery in the same field. 
National culture, economic progress 
and the production of wealth are either 
paralyzed or checked in development. 
Moreover, in proportion as the arm a­ 
ments of each power increase, they less 
and less fulfill the object the govern­ 
ments have set before themselves. 
“The economic crisis, due in great 
part to the 
system 
of 
armaments 
l’outrance, and the continual danger 
which lies in this massing of war ma­ 
terial are transform ing the armed peace 
of our days into a crushing burden, 
which tim peoples have more and more 
difficulty in bearing. 
“It appears evident that if this state 
of things were to be prolonged, it 
would inevitably lead to the very cata­ 
clysm it is desired to avert, and the hor­ 
rors whereof make 
every thinning 
shudder ip advance. 
“To put an end to these incessant 
armaments and to seek the means of 
warding off the calamities which are 
threatening the whole world—such is 
the supreme duty today imposed upon 
all states. 
“Filled w ith this idea his majesty 
has been pleased to command me to 
propose to all the governments whose 
representatives are accredited to the

Ex-Governor Matthews was born in 
Bath county, Ky., the birthplace of 
Abraham Lincoln, Dec. 14, 1845. 
He 
left Kentucky in 1808, and settled in 
Vermillion county, Ind., where he had 
a farm of 2,000 acres. 
Although always having a strong 
predilection for politics, Mr, Matthews 
rarely sought office. 
He served a term 
in the legislature in 1876. 
In 1890 he 
was nominated and elected secretary of 
state and in 1892 he was Chosen gov­ 
ernor. 
In 1896 tile friends of Mr. Matthews 
resolved to make him a conspicuous 
candidate for the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
The state convention 
was enthusiastically in favor of his 
nomination by chs national Democratic 
convention, which met in Chicago in 
July, 1890. 
On Jan. 7, 1868, he married Martha 
R. Whitcomb, daughter of the late 
Jas. Whitcomb, who was governor of 
Indiana from 1843 to 1849. and was af­ 
terward United States senator from 
this state.

No w that the acquisitio n o f Po rto 
Rico by the United States is an acco m­ 
plished fact and the island w ill so o n be 
v isited by many o f o nr peo ple, it is o f 
great interest to no te the climatic and 
o ther phy sical adaptatio ns to Ameri­ 
cans. 
Fo rtunately fo r the army under Gen­ 
eral Miles, the high regio n in which it 
has been mo v ing, tho ugh no t entirely 
ex empt at this seaso n fro m “ so o rbntic 
diaiTho eas” and fierce fev ers, is o ne o f 
the least sickly and mo st salubrio us 
areas to be fo und in any tro pical island. 
In entering it Americans will, ho w­ 
ev er, be greatly surprised to find that 
in the mo untains and rav ines the chill­ 
ing dews o f ev en summer nights make 
the use o f o v erco ats imperativ e. At the 
Kempsho t o bserv ato ry , J amaica, Pro ­ 
fesso r Max well Hall o f Kingsto n states, 
“ The dew is seen and heard to drip o ff 
the painted canv as ro o f like rain after 
a sho wer,” and Po rto Rico is equally 
famo us fo r its mo rbific dews. 
An o ld 
and v ery high Euro pean autho rity , 
Co lo nel Hinter, who r^ id ^ sev eral 
y ears in Po rto Rico , said that its dews 
riv aled the fall o f rain in co ntiueutal 
Euro pe. 
The island, 108 miles lo ng and 87 
miles wide at its widest part, is trav ­ 
ersed in a general directio n fro m east to 
west thro ugh nearly its who le length 
by the principal mo untain chain, run­ 
ning in a so mewhat zigzag co urse, but 
distant o n the av erage abo ut 2 5 miles 
fio m the no rth co ast. 
A seco nd mo un­ 
tain chain, the Luquillo range, is much 
sho rter, abo ut 8 5 miles lo ng, rising 
near Cape San J uan and curv ing irreg­ 
ularly fo r 25 miles to the westward, 
bnt nev er reaching mo re than 13 miles 
fro m the no rth co ast, then 
bearing 
west-no rthwest and no rth fo r sev en o r 
eight miles and ending abo ut ten miles 
fro m San J uan. The capital is thus in 
so me degree sheltered by this mo untain 
wall fro m the rain bearing trade winds, 
which in the warmest mo nths blo w 
mainly fro m easterly po ints, but o ften 
fro m so utheasterly , especially during 
the ho urs fro m fo reno o n to ev ening. 
Nev ertheless all the no rthern litto ral 
and adjacent lo wlands are subject to 
o ccasio nal fio o diug by to rrential rains. 
Tho ugh there are no ex tended climatic 
o bserv atio ns co v ering the who le Po rto 
Rican territo ry , the Spanish series o f in­ 
ternatio nal o bserv atio ns at San J uan, 
published by the weather bureau, sho w 
the general co nditio ns prev ailing in 
that city and its v icinity . 
The mo st 
marked feature o f the climate is that 
the summer’s heat and rainfall keep up 
until late autumn. 
This co nstancy o f 
tro pical heat has a v ery relax ing effect 
upo n the bo dy and is therefo re injuri­ 
o us to the health o f strangers, tho ugh 
the heat is mitigated by trade winds 
and stiff laud and sea breezes. 
But in 
August and ev en later o n the no rth 
co ast the air is o ften intensely sultry , 
o ppressiv e and almo st calm, with little 
o r no relief, so that Co lo nel Hinter pro ­ 
no unced this the sickliest time fo r fo r­ 
eigners. Fo r this reaso n he adv ised resi­ 
dents o f temperate climates no t to v isit 
Po rto Rico until No v ember, when the 
weather beco mes ex quisitely fine and 
settled, co ntinuing generally go o d dur­ 
ing the winter and early spring. In this 
beautiful island, under new auspices, 
do ubtless there will spring np ev entu­ 
ally a number o f inv iting winter reso rts 
and sanitaria, fo r in the winter and 
early spring Po rto Rico is less subject 
than ev en Cuba to chilling winds, blo w­ 
ing o ut fro m freezing anticy clo nes that 
mo v e east o ff the American co ast. 
At San J uan the av erage temperature 
in August is v ery nearly 81 degrees F., 
in September, 8 0.5 degrees and in Oc­ 
to ber 7 9.8 degrees. The rainfall in the 
capital—which is a fair index o f that 
alo ng the no rtheast co ast o f the island 
generally —av erages abo ut 6 .6 5 inches 
during August, 5 .8 0 during Septem­ 
ber and 7 .10 during Octo ber, but in 
so me 
y ears 
September 
brings 
the 
heav iest rains. 
It 
is 
o bv io us that 
with such heav y rainfall the narro w 
ro ads leading fro m the east co ast to 
San J uan and tho se skirting the no rth 
co ast are liable in these mo nths to be at 
times badly 4 l^ashed by the heav y sho w­ 
ers. The so uthern side o f the island is 
relativ ely much drier than the no rthern, 
tho ugh the fo rmer is liable to ex cessiv e 
rains during the pai^age o f a hnrricane. 
The calm day s in the ho ttest mo nths 
av erage no t far fro m 10 per mo nth and 
in so me mo nths ex ceed 18 and ev en 20. 
Fo rtunately to r Po rto Rico , it do es no t 
lie directly in the track o f West Indian 
cy clo nes. 
At lo ng interv als it has been 
v isited by a deso lating hurricane. 
The 
usual track o f hurricanes runs in a 
no rthwestwardly co uri^, a little no rth 
o f the island in August and a little 
so uth o f it in September and Octo ber. 
So erratic, ho wev er, are these tremeu- 
do ns whirlwinds o f the tro pics, so liable 
to be deflected fro m their wo nted paths, 
that it will be unsafe to assume, at 
least until late in autumn, that the 
danger has passed fo r Po rto Rico . 
It canno t be said that the ancho rages 
are the best in the wo rld, but a few o f 
them are ex cellent and mo st o f them 
snfficiently deep fo r o rdinary craft 


May aguez bay , o n tbe west co ast,' ad­ 
mitting v essels o f any size, is the best 
» ncho rage in the island. Gnanica is the 
best o n the so uth co ast. 
The east co ast 
Is fairly indented and washed by a sea 
asually smo o th. 
On the rugged no rth 
side there are no go o d ancho rages be- 
iween Arecibo and San J uan, and the 
o cean current sets to so uth west w^ard, 
but the po rt o f San J uan, affo rding go o d 
shelter, will be an impo rtant center o f 
merchant shipping as well as an at­ 
tractiv e rendezv o us fo r y achts who se 
o wners are seeking health and pleasure 
in a winter cruise to the sunny seas o f 
the tro pics.—New Yo rk Herald.

Mra L. A. McGrego ry , fo rmerly o f 
Anaheim, has a delightful fragment o f 
so cial reco llectio n and a so dden so ul 
flash o f the Po lish no v elist, Henry 
Sieukiewicz, who is so o n to v isit the 
United States.

Sienkiewicz at a so iree the delightful 
and co urtly Po les gav e at.their farm in 
18 7 9 ,” she say s, “ that I wo ndered ho w 
any y o ung perso n had the co urage to 
attempt to get a liv ing by his pen alo ne. 
I spo ke slo wly and carefully . 
He un­ 
dersto o d me well. 
He was sitting o n a 
hasso ck near me o n the cro wded po rch.

Fired on by m Sentry, He Enters Manila 
to See the Arohbiahop. 
The New Yo rk Herald’s special co r­ 
respo ndent at Camp Dewey , Manila, 
writing under the date o f Aug. 10, de­ 
scribes Chaplain William D. McKin­ 
no n’s v isit to the archbisho p o f Manila 
as fo llo ws: 
To day Father William D. McKinno n, 
chaplain o f the First Califo rnia, walk­ 
ed alo ng the beach fro m the camp into 
Manila, abo ut 5 00 y ards fro m Malate. 
He was fired o n by a Spanish picket, 
but was uninjured. The priest walked 
brav ely fo rward and was met by tw o 
captains, who esco rted him to Malate 
fo rtress. 
Father McKinno n, no t speak­ 
ing Spanish, co mmunicated with them 
in Latin and was esco rted to Arch­ 
bisho p No ziiledas’ palace, where he was 
receiv ed 
co rdially . 
The 
archbisho p 
stated he was and alway s had been 
anx io us fo r the resto ratio n o f peace and 
wo uld do all in his po wer to secure a 
cessatio n o f ho stilities. 
He did no t 
think Manila wo uld be surrendered 
witho ut a fight. The Spaniards in the 
city were starv ing, but nev ertheless lie 
ex pected General J audenes to make a 
last desperate effo rt. 
The archbisho p denied mo st emphatic­ 
ally the autho rship o f a circular as­ 
cribed to him ex ho rting Spaniards to 
resist the Yankee inv aders to the last 
dro p o f blo o d. As a man o f Go d he said 
he co uld no t hav e giv en utterance to 
such sentiments, and that be alway s 
had been an apo stle o f peaca He bade 
Father McKinno n a co rdial adieu and 
placed a carriage at his dispo sal fo r a 
v isit to General J audenes, who is de­ 
scribed as o f small aud no t impo sing 
presence. Father McKinno n receiv ed a 
co rdial welco me there, to o , 
but the 
go v erno r’e ctmv ersatio n was less peace­ 
able than that o f the archbisho p o f 
Manila. 
General 
J audenes said he 
wo uld no t giv e un witho ut a ttruggle.

Fortunately for the army under Gen­ 
eral Miles, the high region in which it 
has been moving, though not entirely 
exempt at this season from “ scorbutic 
diarrhoeas” and fierce fevers, is one of 
the least sickly and most salubrious 
areas to be found in any tropical island. 
In entering it Americans will, how­ 
ever, be greatly surprised to find that 
in the mountains and ravines the chill­ 
ing dews of even summer nights make 
the use of overcoats imperative. At the 
Kempshot observatory, Jamaica, Pro­ 
fessor Maxwell Hall of Kingston states, 
“ The dew is seen and heard to drip off 
the painted canvas roof like rain after 
a shower,” and Porto Rico is equally 
famous for its morbific dews. An old 
and very high European authority, 
Colonel Hinter, who resided several 
years in Porto Rico, said that its dews 
rivaled the fall of rain in continental 
Europe. 
The island, 108 miles long and 37 
miles wide at its widest part, is trav­ 
ersed in a general direction from east to 
west through nearly its whole length 
by the principal mountain chain, run­ 
ning in a somewhat zigzag course, but 
distant on the average about 25 miles 
from the north coast. A second moun­ 
tain chain, the Luqnillo range, is much 
shorter, about 35 miles long, rising 
near Cape San Juan and curving irreg­ 
ularly for 25 miles to the westward, 
but never reaching more than 13 miles 
from the north coast, then 
bearing 
west-northwest and north for seven or 
eight miles and ending about ten miles 
from San Juan. The oapital is thus in 
some degree sheltered by this mountain 
wall from the rain bearing trade winds, 
which in the warmest months blow 
mainly from easterly points, but often 
from southeasterly, especially during 
the hours from forenoon to evening. 
Nevertheless all the northern littoral 
and adjacent lowlands are subject to 
occasional flooding by torrential rains. 
Though there are no extended climatic 
observations covering the whole Porto 
Rican territory, the Spanish series of in­ 
ternational observations at San Juan, 
published by the weather bureau, show 
the general conditions prevailing in 
that city and its vicinity. The most 
marked feature of the climate is that 
the summer’s heat and rainfall keep up 
until late autumn. This constancy of 
tropical heat has a very relaxing effect 
upon the body and is therefore injuri­ 
ous to the health of strangers, though 
the heat is mitigated by trade winds 
and stiff land and sea breezes. But in 
August and even later on the north 
coast the air is often intensely sultry, 
oppressive aud almost calm, with little 
or no relief, so that Colonel Hinter pro­ 
nounced this the sickliest time for for­ 
eigners. For this reason he advised resi­ 
dents of temperate climates not to visit 
Porto Rico until November, when the 
weather becomes exquisitely fine and 
settled, continuing generally good dur­ 
ing the winter and early spring. In this 
beautiful island, under new auspices, 
doubtless there will spring up eventu­ 
ally a number of inviting winter resorts 
and sanitaria, for in the winter aud 
early spring Porto Rico is less subject 
than even Cuba to chilling winds, blow­ 
ing out from freezing anticyclones that 
move east off the American coast 
At San Juan the average temperature 
in August is very nearly 81 degrees F., 
in September, 80.5 degrees and in Oc­ 
tober 79.3 degrees. The rainfall in the 
capital—which is a fair index of that 
along the northeast coast of the island 
generally—averages about 6.65 inches 
during August 5.30 during Septem­ 
ber aud 7.10 during October, but in 
some

the 
heaviest rains. 
It is obvious that 
with such heavy rainfall the narrow 
roads leading from the east coast to 
San Juan aud those skirting the north 
coast are liable in these months to be at 
times badly bashed by the heavy show­ 
ers. The southern side of the island is 
relatively much drier than the northern, 
though the former is liable to excessive 
rains during the passage of a hurricane. 
The calm days in the hottest months 
average not far from IO per month and 
in some months exceed 18 and even 20. 
Fortunately for Porto Rico, it does not 
lie directly in the track of West Indian 
cyclones. At long intervals it has been 
visited by a desolating hurricane. The 
usual track of hurricanes runs in a 
northwestwardly course, a little north 
of the island in August and a little 
south of it in September and October. 
So erratic, however, are these tremen­ 
dous whirlwinds of the tropics, so liable 
to be deflected from their wonted paths, 
that it will be unsafe to assume, at 
least until late in autumn, that the 
danger has passed for Porto Rico. 
It cannot be said that the anchorages 
are the best in the world, but a few of 
them are excellent aud most of them 
sufficiently deep for ordinary craft. 


Mayaguez bay, on toe west coast, ad­ 
mitting vessels of any size, is the best 
inchorage in the island.

“ I recall Mr. Sienkiewicz, as I saw 
him dozens of times walking abstract­ 
edly along the side of a dusty or muddy 
road on the way from the colony farm 
to Anaheim. I see him now in my

m ind’s eye, with his black cap, top 
boots and loose, cheap clothes, his dark 
hair hanging over his coat collar, and 
his thin lips tightly compressed about a 
cigarette. 
Sienkiewicz was chiefly in­ 
terested in the Mission Indians in 
southern California. He spoke French 
well, and he went horseback over to 
San Juan Capistrano many times to 
talk w ith the padre there, who was a 
French scholar. He heard of the legends 
of the strange tribes that once occupied 
San Clemente and Santa Catalina is­ 
lands, and he searched for some book 
that m ight give him information about 
these islands. I have a faint recollec 
tion that he did once prepare a manu­ 
script in Polish about these mysterious 
islands.” —San Francisco Examiner. 


BRAVE FATHER M’KINNON. 


M a n ila 
F ir e d o n b y a S e n try , H e E n te r* 
to S ee th e A rc h b is h o p . 
The New York Herald’s special cor­ 
respondent at Camp Dewey, Manila, 
w riting under the date of Aug. IO, de­ 
scribes Chaplain W illiam D. McKin­ 
non’s visit to the archbishop of Manila 
as follows: 
Today Father W illiam D. McKinnon, 
chaplain of the First California, walk­ 
ed along the beach from the camp into 
Manila, about 500 yards from Malate. 
He was fired on by a Spanish picket, 
but Was uninjured. The priest walked 
bravely forward and was met by two 
captains, who escorted him to Malate 
fortress. Father McKinnon, not speak 
ing Spanish, communicated with them 
in Latin and was escorted to Arch­ 
bishop Nozaledas’ palace, where he was 
received 
cordially. 
The archbishop 
stated he was and always had been 
anxious for the restoration of peace and 
would do all in his power to secure a 
cessation of hostilities. 
He did not 
think Manila would be surrendered 
without a fight. The Spaniards in the 
city were starving, but nevertheless lie 
expected General Jaudenes to make a 
last desperate effort. 
The archbishop denied most emphatic­ 
ally the authorship of a circular as­ 
cribed to him exhorting Spaniards to 
resist the Yankee invaders to the last 
drop of blood. As a man of God he said 
he could not have given utterance to 
such sentiments, and that he always 
had been an apostle of peace. He bade 
Father McKinnon a cordial adieu and 
placed a carriage at his disposal for a 
visit to General Jaudenes, who is de­ 
scribed as cf small and not imposing 
presence. Father McKinnon received a 
cordial welcome there, too, 
but the 
governor*■ conversation was less peace­ 
able than that of the archbishop of 
Manila. 
General Jaudenes said he 
would not cive ud without a strufftfle.

Admiral Dewey is receiving hundreds 
of letters, bales of newspaper clippings, 
invitations to “ Dewey days,” copies of 
Dewey songs and Dewey poetry and a 
good many cablegrams, says the Cavite 
correspondent of the Chicago Record.

Yes, 
Manilas," amused the admiral a good 
deal. Every mail brings new evidences 
of the popular enthusiasm that has 
sprung up in America over him. 
What pleased him more than any­ 
thing else was an account of how his 
son received the news of the great vic­ 
tory. Captain Mahan’s statement that 
the battle of Manila bay was the most 
wonderful ever recorded in history was 
particularly gratifying to him also, 
coming as it does from such an eminent 
naval authority. 
Through all this bombardment of 
compliments and congratulations the 
admiral has not changed in the least or 
indicated by his manner that the tre­ 
mendous bit he has made is affecting 
him other than pleasantly. 
He said 
this afternoon that while the battle 
was going on he didn’t feel that he was 
doing anything wonderful. The most 
trying time was the night trip past Cor- 
regidor, for there was then no way of 
knowing just where the Spanish were 
or how they would strike. On the morn­ 
ing of May I, when he could see the 
Spanish, he felt cheerful and pleasant. 
The work of leading his six ships in 
and cleaning out everything in sight 
was a detail which at the time did not 
seem so impressive.

M ohaw k , Aug. 24.—I began this letter 
in Cnba, far away to the burning south 
where death and disease has made 
noxious the name of Santiago, trans­ 
formed strong men into liv ing skeletons, 
and dev eloped character m a manner 
wonderful to behold, and I guess I ’ll 
continue it crowding the ev ents upon 
my scanty store of paper as they were 
crowded upon ns. 
At last the welcome news has arriv ed. 
We are to break camp and begin our 
journey home. 
The enthusiasm, so 
noticeable when prev ious orders of this 
kind were giv en, is not now apparent. 
The boys hav e been so often disap­ 
pointed that they put little faith in any 
orders. This time, howev er, there is no 
doubt, and it is positiv ely stated the 
regiment will break camp at 5 o’clock, 
and carrying a day’s rations the men 
will march out. No countermand hav ­ 
ing come at noon the boys begin to pack, 
being compelled to leav e shelter tents 
and taking the many relics gathered 
from the battlefield. 
While waiting for 
the bugle to sound assembly the usual 
rain comes down, and roads are quickly 
miniature 
riv ers. 
Ev ery 
soldier, 
drenched to his well tanned skin, hunts 
mementoes on the battlefield, until at 
the appointed time the battalions are 
formed and we take np the march to the 
bay. 
Sinking in mud to the shoetops 
the route is followed until we reach the 
city. 
There we find it better, and at 
the San Carlos club the regimental hand 
giv es an excellent concert in honor of 
the fav ors shown our soldiers by its 
members. 
After 
three 
cheers 
and 
a 
tiger 
and 
a 
display 
of 
American 
and 
Cuban 
colors, 
the march is resumed. 
Reaching the 
pier we find we must remain on shore 
while the boat is heiug renov ated. Packs 
are quickly unslung, and we start out to 
see the city. 
Hundreds of refreshment 
stands lining the streets do a land office 
business, until tired of what sport they 
hav e found the hoys straggle into the 
big freight shed, singly, in pairs, in 
squads, and spreading their blankets 
and ponchos on the dirty floor are soon 
asleep. 
Daylight finds something 
ov er a 
thousand pulling themselv es together 
and preparing to miss nothing that may 
be of interest. 
All are permitted to go 
into town prov ided they remain within 
sound of the bugle, and the officers’ 
(» mmissary is promptly besieged by 
hundreds, laying in supplies to take on 
board. It is necessary to hav e an order 
from an officer, hut any who can unite 
can readily prov ide himself w ith the 
necessary requisition signing it Captain 
Smith, Jones or any old name. This 
continues until after noon when the 
Third battalion is ordered to mov e, and 
in a few minutes is going down the hay 
to the Mohawk. 
Once on board we find we are hooked 
for*a sev en days’ v oyage on a great 
cattle ship made ready for onr reception. 
She is a 18 knot, twin screw steamer, 
capable of carrying two regiments com­ 
fortably. hot as we are the only troops 
on hoard there is abundant room. 
By 
the toss of a coin we get second choice 
of quarters and take the upper deck. 
A 
number of hammocks are quickly se­ 
cured, and those who are not fortunate 
in securing a prize quickly make swing­ 
ing beds of their blankets. The sick are 
pleasantly quartered in a large, airy 
apartm ent forward. We hav e only been 
aboard a short time when the other 
battalions come, and the work of load­ 
ing baggage and supplies begins, hut 
lasts only a short tim e because of dark­ 
ness. Then a fair supper of hard tack 
and canned beef, the first rations issued 
since leav ing camp, is serv ed, and the 
boys turn in for more pleasant dreams 
than they hav e bad for along time. The 
nightmare is passing. 
Daylight finds a large force loading 
supplies, while those so fortunate as to 
escape fatigue duty are getting ac­ 
quainted with the ship and locating the 
cook or steward who can be induced to 
smuggle out a battered bun or some 
other delicacy not on the army bill of 
fare. Then we learn the officers’ horses 


hav e arriv ed from Porto Rico where 
they been with the remainder of Garret- 
son*8 brigade, and there is more delay, 
but we start in time to see the lower 
bay and channel. 
A gale threatens to stop any further 
progress for the night, but the wind 
abates and we continue the journey. 
Passing the useful 
Merrimac, whose 
stack and spars alone show abov e water, 
we come to the Riena Mercedes, per­ 
forated by American shells and showing 
only her battered how and a portion 
of her deck. Next we come to Morro, 
scarred and torn in hundreds of places, 
but still standing silent and defiant, 
able to hear the assaults of the fleets of 
the world. The small turrets hav e been 
knocked away, hut the only damage to 
the exterior can he seen in holes here 
and there, but which are not in depth 
one-tenth the thickness of the walls. 
The principal damage seems to hav e 
been made by shells dropped into the 
interior. 
Because the machinery has seen fit to 
break, the morning of Aug. 18 finds us 
on the southern coast of Ouba. The sea 
is rough, and because of insufficient 
ballast the ship rolls heav ily. 
As a re­ 
sult almost ev ery soldier is prov iding 
for the welfare of the fishes. 
Then 
there is other trouble. 
The rations, 
consisting of hot coffee, canned roast 
beef .beans and tomatoes.do not suit. The 
meat is unseasoned, and there Is no salt 
on board. These things the boys do not 
like. In the ev ening an effort is made 
to prov ide soup, but there is little more 
than a gill per man, another breeder of 
discontent.' At length the hoys gather 
on the hnrricane deck, and a concert 
begins. There are no printed programs, 
hut ev ery one knows it is an un­ 
usual 
ev eut. 
Popular 
songs 
are 
sung, and wherev er possible the word 
soup is used with great emphasis. Then 
they giv e three deafening cheers for 
Major Weybrecht, after which someone 
yells “ three cheers for Captain Kuhns,” 
onr quartermaster, but they are not 
giv en. Instead are groans and hisses, 
loud and strong. There is no attempt 
at concealment in this popular demon­ 
stration. The noise penetrates to Colonel 
Hard’s quarters. He hastily approaches 
the crowd, calls the demonstrators a 
pack of cowards, and says Captain 
Kuhns paid himself for the soup as we 
were not entitled to it. Of course there 
is mnch indignation ov er the use of that 
expression concerning cowards, hut the 
incident prov ides material for uncom­ 
plimentary talk for a good part of the 
night. 
W hen morning comes an inv estiga­ 
tion discloses that Captain Kuhns has 
been issuing the regular trav el rations 
and is not to blame. On the St. Paul 
the regiment carried 8 0 days’ field 
rations, and had messpork and bean 
soup too. 
The boys expected ev en better 
fare on the return trip, and that feeling 
caused the demonstratioo. But it re­ 
sults in bean soup once a day. 
Now we are speeding 
northward 
through a beautiful sea. All is well 
until Monday morning when Company 
E loses its first man. Priv ate Okey J. 
Eddy was attacked with malaria the 
day before breaking camp and has been 
in the ship’s hospital. Sunday he seemed 
almost well, hut his mind began to 
wander, and he talked of home and his 
m other.' The doctor knew his time on 
the earth was short and at 6 ;30 o’clock 
he died.' An autopsy disclosed that 
dysentery had killed him as it had killed 
scores of others. 
Now we most pass through the saddest 
feature of a v oyage—a burial. 
The 
body is sewed in a canv as sack, the 
shot is attached and after a chapter 
from the Bible and the beautiful burial 
serv ice of the Episcopal church has been 
read all that is mortal of a soldier, who 
ev er did his duty, is pushed gently into 
the sea. Priv ate Eddy was bright, well 
educated and a fav orite with officers and 
men. 
He will rest in peace. 
Just before the serv ice a shot is heard, 
and we learn that a sailor, while exam­ 
ining a soldier’s pistol, has been shot 
through both legs, but will recov er. 
There is another incident. 
A number 
of soldiers refuse to do duty and are put 
io dungeon on bread and water for 48 
hours, hut they do not suffer since their 
comrades see they hav e three of the 
sq nar^t kind of meals ev ery day. 
We 
are now off the coast of Virginia, and 
expect to sight land tomorrow. 
Now Wednesday has dawned, and 
after a few miles hav e been passed we 
will anchor. 
We hav e enjoyed beanti- 
fnl weather, and with the assistance 
of a few v olunteers from the regiment 
the ship has m aintain« ! her speed. 
AU the sick are improv ing, and in 
the delightful climate of Long Island at 
this season will soon he well. The offi­ 
cers are talking of the Eighth going to 
Porto Rico or Hav ana, hut the men 
want none of it. 
They hav e done their 
duty, and think they should be mustered 
out when the quarantine is lifted. No 
other regiment in the campaign has had

O n B o a r d U n ite d S t a t e s T r a n s p o r t 
M o h a w k , Aug. 24.—I began this letter 
in baba, far away to the burning south 
where death and disease has made 
noxious the name of Santiago, trans­ 
formed strong men into living skeletons, 
and developed character m a manner 
wonderful to behold, and I guess I'll 
continue it crowding the events upon 
my scanty store of paper as they were 
crowded upon os. 
At last the welcome news has arrived. 
We are to break camp and begin our 
journey home. 
The enthusiasm, so 
noticeable when previous orders of this 
kind were given, is not now apparent. 
The boys have been so often disap­ 
pointed that they put little faith in any 
orders. This time, however, there is no 
doubt, and it is positively stated the 
regiment will break camp at 5 o’clock, 
and carrying a day’s rations the men 
will march out.

While waiting for 
the bugle to sound assembly the usual 
rain comes down, and roads are quickly

formed and we take ap the march to the 
bay. Sinking in mud to the shoetops 
the route is followed until we reach the 
city.

Hundreds of refreshment j 
stands lining the streets do a land office 
business, until tired of what sport they 
have fonnd the boys straggle into the 
big freight shed, singly, in pairs, in 
squads, and spreading their blankets 
and ponchos on the dirty floor are soon 
asleep.

and preparing to miss nothing that may 
be of interest. Aflare permitted to go 
into town provided they remain within 
sound of the bugle, and the officers’ 
commissary is promptly besieged by 
hundreds, laying in supplies to take on 
board. It is necessary to have an order 
from an officer, but any who can unite 
can readily provide himself with the 
necessary requisition signing it Captain 
Smith, Jones or any old name. This 
continues until after noon when the 
Third battalion is ordered to move, and 
in a few minutes is going down the bay 
to the Mohawk. 
Once on board we find we are booked 
for*a seven days’ voyage on a great 
oattle ship made ready for our reception. 
She is a IS knot, twin screw steamer, 
capable of carrying two regiments com 
fortably, bat as we are the only troops 
on board there is abundant room. By 
the toss of a coin we get second choice 
of quarters and take the upper deck. A 
number of hammocks are quickly se­ 
cured, and those who are not fortunate 
in securing a prize quickly make swing­ 
ing beds of their blankets. The sick are 
pleasantly quartered in a large, airy 
apartment forward. We have only been 
aboard a short time when the other 
battalions come, and the work of load 
mg baggage and supplies begins, but 
lasts only a short time because of dark 
ness. Then a fair supper of hard tack 
and canned beef, the first rations issued 
since leaving camp, is served, and the 
boys turn in for more pleasant dreams 
than they have had for along time. The 
nightmare is passing. 
Daylight finds a large force loading 
supplies, while those so fortunate as to 
escape fatigue duty are getting ac 
quainted with the Bhip and locating the 
cook or steward who can be induced to 
smuggle out a buttered bun or some 
other delicacy not on the army bill of 
fare. Then we learn the officers’ horses 


have arrived from Porto Rico where 
they been with the remainder of Garret­ 
son’s brigade, and there is more delay, 
bot we start in time to see the lower 
i>ay and channel. 
A gale threatens to stop any further 
progress for the night, but the wind 
abates and we continue the journey. 
Passing the useful Merrimac, whose 
stack and spars alone show above water, 
we come to the Riena Mercedes, per­ 
forated by American shells and showing 
only her battered bow and a portion 
of her deck. Next we come to Morro, 
scarred and torn in hundreds of places, 
bat still standing silent and defiant, 
able to bear the assaults of the fleets of 
the world. The small turrets have been 
knocked away, but the only damage to 
the exterior can be seen in holes here 
and there, but which are not in depth 
one-tenth the thickness of the walls. 
The principal damage seems to have 
been made by shells dropped into the 
interior.

Because the machinery has seen fit to 
break, the morning of Ang. 18 finds us 
on the southern coast of Caba. The sea 
is rough, and because of insufficient 
ballast the ship rolls heavily.

Then 
they give three deafening cheers for 
Major Weybreoht, after which someone 
yells "three cheers for Captain Kuhns,” 
our quartermaster, but they are not 
given. Instead are groans and hisses, 
loud and strong. There, is no attempt 
at concealment in this popular demon­ 
stration. The noise penetrates to Colonel 
Hard’s quarters. He hastily approaches 
the crowd, calls the demonstrators a 
pack of cowards, and says Captain 
Kuhns paid himself for the soap as we 
were not entitled to it. Of coarse there 
is much indignation over the use of that 
expression concerning cowards, but the 
incident provides material for uncom­ 
plimentary talk for a good part of the 
night. 
When morning comes an investiga 
tion discloses that Captain Kuhns has 
been issuing the regular travel rations 
and is not to blame. On the St. Paul 
the regiment carried SO days’ field 
rations, and had messpork and bean 
soup too. The boys expected even better 
are on the return trip, and that feeling 
caused the demonstration. But it re­ 
sults in bean soup onoe a day. 
Now we are speeding northward 
through a beautiful sea. All is well 
until Monday morning when Company 
E loses its first man. Private Okey J. 
Eddy was attacked with malaria the 
day before breaking camp and has been 
in the ship’s hospital. Sunday he seemed 
almost well, but his mind began to 
wander, and he talked of home and his 
mother.' The doctor knew his time on 
the earth was short and at 6:80 o’clock 
he died. An autopsy disclosed that 
dysentery had killed him as it had killed 
scores of others. 
Now we must pass through the saddest 
feature of a voyage—a burial. 
The 
body is sewed in a canvas sack, the 
shot is attached anfl after a chapter 
from the Bible and the beautiful burial 
service of the Episcopal church has been 
read all that is mortal of a soldier, who 
ever did his duty, is pushed gently into 
the sea. Private Eddy was bright, well 
educated and a favorite with officers and 
men. He will rest in peace.

On Board U nited States T ransport 
Mohaw k, Aug. 24.—I began th is letter 
in Caba, far away to the burning south 
where death and disease has made 
noxious the name of Santiago, trans­ 
formed strong men into living skeletons, 
and developed character m a manner 
wonderful to behold, and I guess I’ll 
continue it crowding the events upon 
my scanty store of paper as they were 
crowded upon os. 
At last the welcome news has arrived. 
We are to break camp and begin our 
journey home. 
The enthusiasm, so 
noticeable when previous orders of this 
kind were given, is not now apparent 
The boys have been so often disap< 
pointed that they put little faith in any 
orders. This time, however, there is no 
doubt, and it is positively stated the 
regiment will break camp at 5 o’clock, 
aud carrying a day’s rations the men 
will march out. No countermand hav­ 
ing come at noon the boys begin to pack, 
being compelled to leave shelter tents 
and taking the many relios gathered 
from the battlefield. While waiting for 
the bogle to sound assembly the usual 
rain comes down, and roads are quickly 
miniature 
rivers. 
Every 
soldier, 
drenched to his well tanned skin, hunts 
mementoes on the battlefield, until at 
the appointed time the battalions are 
formed and we take up the march to the 
bay. Sinking in mud to the shoetops 
the route is followed until we reach the 
city. There we find it better, and at 
the San Carlos club the regimental band 
gives an excellent concert in honor of 
the favors shown our soldiers by its 
members. 
After 
three 
cheers 
and 
a 
tiger 
aud 
a 
display 
of 
American 
and 
Cuban 
colors, 
the march is resumed. Reaching the 
pier we find we must remain on shore 
while the boat is being renovated. Packs 
are qnickly unslung, and we start ont to 
seethe city. 
Hundreds of refreshment 
stands lining the streets do a land office 
business, until tired of what sport they 
have found the boys straggle into the 
big freight shed, singly, in pairs, in 
squads, and spreading their blankets 
and ponchos on the dirty floor are soon 
asleep. 
Daylight finds something 
over 
thousand pulling themselves together 
and preparing to miss nothing that may 
be of interest. All are permitted to go 
into town provided they remain within 
sound of the bugle, and the officers’ 
commissary is promptly besieged by 
hundreds, laying in supplies to take on 
board. It is necessary to have an order 
from an offioer, but any who can unite 
can readily provide himself with the 
necessary requisition signing it Captain 
Smith, Jones or any old name. This 
continues until after noon when the 
Third battalion is ordered to move, and 
in a few minutes is going down the bay 
to the Mohawk. 
Once on board we find we are hooked 
for*a seven days’ voyage on a great 
cattle ship made ready for our reception. 
She is a 18 knot, twin screw steamer, 
capable of carrying two regiments com 
fortably, but as we are the only troops 
on board there is abundant room. By 
the toss of a coin we get second choice 
of quarters and take the npper deck. A 
number of hammocks are quickly se­ 
cured, and those who are not fortunate 
in securing a prize quickly make swing­ 
ing beds of their blankets. The sick are 
pleasantly quartered in a large, airy 
apartment forward. We have only been 
aboard a short time when the other 
battalions come, and the work of load­ 
ing baggage and supplies begins, hut 
lasts only a short time because of dark­ 
ness. Then a fair supper of hard tack 
and canned beef, the first rations issued 
since leaving camp, is served, and the 
boys turn in for more pleasant dreams 
than they have had for a long time. The 
nightmare is passing. 
Daylight finds a large force loading 
supplies, while those so fortunate as to 
escape fatigue duty are getting ac­ 
quainted with the ship and locating the 
cook or steward who can be induced to 
smuggle out a buttered hun or some 
other delicacy not on the army bill of 
fare. Then we learn the officers ’ horses 


have arrived from Porto Rico where 
they been with the remainder of Garret­ 
son’s brigade, and there is more delay. 
but we start in time to see the lower 
bay and channel. 
A gale threatens to stop any further 
progress for the night, but the wind 
abates and we continue the journey. 
Passing the useful 
Merrimac, whose 
stack and spars alone show above water, 
we come to the Riena Mercedes, per 
forated by American shells and showing 
only her battered bow and a portion 
of her deck. Next we come to Morro 
scarred and torn in hundreds of places 
but still standing silent and defiant 
able to hear the assaults of the fleets of 
the world. The small turrets have been 
knocked away, hut the only damage to 
the exterior can he seen in holes here 
and there, but which are not in depth 
one-tenth the thickness of the walls 
The principal damage seems to have 
been made by shells dropped into the 
interior. 
Because the machinery has seen fit to 
break, the morning of Ang. 18 finds us 
on the southern coast of Ouba. The sea 
is rough, and because of insufficient 
ballast the ship rolls heavily. As a re 
suit almost every soldier is providing 
for the welfare of the fishes. 
Then 
there is other trouble. 
The rations 
consisting of hot coffee, canned roast 
beef .beans and tomatoes.do not snit. The 
meat is unseasoned, and there Is no salt 
on board. These things the boys do not 
like. In the evening an effort is made 
to provide soup, but there is little more 
than a gill per man, another breeder of 
discontent.* At length the boys gather 
on the hurricane deck, and a concert 
begins. There are no printed programs, 
but every one knows it is an un 
usual 
event. 
Popular 
songs 
are 
sung, and wherever possible the word 
soup is nsed with great emphasis. Then 
they give three deafening cheers for 
Major Weybrecht, after which someone 
yells “three cheers for Captain Kuhns,” 
our quartermaster, but they are not 
given. Instead are groans and hisses, 
loud and strong. There is no attempt 
at concealment in this popular demon 
stration. The noise penetrates to Colonel 
Hard’s quarters. He hastily approaches 
the crowd, calls the demonstrators a 
pack of cowards, and says Captain 
Kuhns paid himself for the soup as we 
were not entitled to it. Of coarse there 
is mach indignation over the use of that 
expression concerning cowards, but the 
incident provides material for uncom­ 
plimentary talk for a good part of the 
night. 
When morning comes an investiga­ 
tion discloses that Captain Knbns has 
been issuing the regular travel rations 
and is not to blame. On the St. Paul 
the regiment carried SO days’ field 
rations, and had messpork and bean 
soap too. The boys expected even better 
fare on the return trip, and that feeling 
caused the demonstration. But it re­ 
sults in bean soup once a day. 
Now we are speeding northward 
•through a beautiful sea. All is well 
until Monday morning when Company 
E loses its first man. Private Okey J. 
Eddy was attacked with malaria the 
day before breaking camp and has been 
in the ship’s hospital. Sunday he seemed 
almost well, but his mind began to 
wander, and he talked of home and his 
mother.' The doctor knew his time on 
the earth was short and at 6 :30 o’clock 
he died.’ An autopsy disclosed that 
dysentery had killed him as it had killed 
scores of others. 
Now we must pass through the saddest 
feature of a voyage—a burial. 
The 
body is sewed in a canvas sack, the 
shot is attached and after a ohapter 
from the Bible and the beautiful burial 
service of the Episcopal church has been 
read all that is mortal of a soldier, who 
ever did his duty, is pushed gently into 
the sea. Private Eddy was bright, well 
educated aud a favorite with officers aud 
men. He will rest in peace. 
Just before the service a shot is heard, 
and we learn that a sailor, while exam­ 
ining a soldier’s pistol, has been shot 
through both legs, but will recover. 
There is another incident. A number 
of soldiers refuse to do duty and are put 
in dungeon on bread and water for 48 
hours, hut they do not suffer since their 
comrades see they have three of the 
squarest kind of meals every day. We 
are now off the coast of Virginia, and 
expect to sight land tomorrow. 
Now Wednesday has dawned, and 
after a few miles have been passed we 
will anchor. 
We have enjoyed beauti­ 
ful weather, and with the assistance 
of a few volunteers from the regiment 
the ship has maintained her speed. 
AU the sick are improving, and in 
the delightful climate of Long Island at 
this season will soon he well. The offi­ 
cers are talking of the Eighth going to 
Porto Rico or Havana, hut the men 
want none of it. They have done their 
doty, and think they should he mustered 
out when the quarantine is lifted. No 
other regiment in the campaign has had

a harder time. We arrived at Si honey 
too late to have any part or glory from 
the fighting, and consequently were 
given a most unhealthful location where 
we protected Uncle Sam’s stores from 
bands of thieving Onbans. At times. 
disease claimed 60 per cent of some com­ 
panies. and only when oar soldiers be­ 
gan to die off like sheep were we allowed 
to move. The regiments on the firing 
line were in paradise when compared to 
us. They were protected from Spanish 
bullets by stout earthworks, and had 
high, clear ground for camps. As a re­ 
sult of the campaign the Eighth brings ; 
home a large number of men who are 
physically far from being what they 
were when we left Camp Alger, and 
some may never enjoy good health. In 
narrow graves on a miserable isle lie an 
officer and 20 men, while the sea rolls 
over the only loss of Company E. Yet 
some officers will cry out for garrison 
duty, forgetting that no military glory 
comes to the private soldier. 
This is my last letter and as I close 
the ship swings in, the anchor chain 
rattles 
out, the inspectors come on 
board, and we at last know down deep 
in our hearts the real sentiment of 
“Home Sweet Home.”

For thy waste and desolate places shall 
be too narrow by reason of the inhabit­ 
ants and they that swallowed thee np 
shall be far away .’ Parenthetically , I

‘The

“ The record made at Manila, when 
with the loss of a single man the ships 
of a once mighty power are snnken to 
the bottom of the sea amidst great loss 
of life—a record only to be likened to 
the God-directed destruction of an an­ 
cient city , when her walls fell at the 
blast of a trumpet—certainly betokens 
the hand of God. 
“ Victory added to v ictory , Cerv era’s 
fleet joining that of Montijo’s to become 
the sporting place of monsters of the 
deep; the capitnlation of Santiago, the 
comparativ ely peaceful occopation of 
Porto Rico, the Spanish cry for a cessa­ 
tion of hostilities, all, all crowding upon 
as has lead the nations of the earth to 
believ e the hand of God is in this work. 
“ We are making history with a won­ 
derfnl rapidity . 
The geography of the 
earth is being subjected to mjarv elons 
changes. From the little stretch of sea­ 
board of a hundred y ears ago we hav e 
become a power reaching almost half 
around the globe. Truly restored Israel 
ex tends “ from the riv er to the ends of 
the earth.” 
“ The little one has become 
a thousand and a small one a strong na­ 
tion.” 
“ Bat the end is not y et. Knowledge is 
to increase and the children of the land 
are to know God. 
This we behev e to 
be the mission of onr country . The 
added millions are to be instructed in 
way s of righteousness. God is placing 
upon ns grav e responsibilities. 
We are 
to dot onr newly acquired lands with 
school houses and churches. Lift a peo 
pie out of ignorance and superstition 
The Bible, with its great civ ilizing force 
is to giv e their people the mighty uplift 
it alway s carries with its study . 
‘♦Onr people deplored human shiv ery

It 
was ‘to a nation scattered and peeled to 
a people terrible from their beginning 
hitherto.a nation meted out and trodden 
down, whose land the rivers have 
spoiled.* that God’s people were to be 
brought. 
And thither they were 
brought, yea, hither they came before 
the spirit of persecution. 
Thus came 
our forefathers actuated by a desire to 
breath the air of freedom. America be­ 
came the asylum of the oppressed of 
many lands, it became the land of the 
free and the home of the brave. 
Its 
citizenship was cast in heroic molds. 
The same prophets who so cleverly out­ 
lined the class of people who should 
come—who so graphically fixed their 
boundaries, set forth the very manner 
of government that should obtain. 
It 
was to be a people whose 'nobles shall 
be of themselves and their governor 
shall proceed from the midst of them,’ 
as says Jeremiah. Again 'The people 
shall be gathered together and appmnt 
unto themselves one head,’ says the 
prophet Hosea. 
“The point to which I desire to specific­ 
ally direct your attention tonight is that 
extension shall be a principle with 
them and that 'A little one shall be­ 
come a thousand, and a small one a 
strong nation, h the Lord, will hasten 
it in his time.* 
“Says Isaiah, 'lift up thine eyes round 
about and behold: 
All these gather 
themselves together and come to thee. 
For thy waste and desolate places shall 
be too narrow by reason of the inhabit­ 
ants and they that swallowed thee up 
shall be far away.* Parenthetically, I 
want just here to say that the persecut­ 
ing powers, they that swallowed thee tip, 
shall be far away, that is beyond the 
sea, 
so that 
restored Israel was 
beyond their power to oppress. 'The 
children which thou shalt have after 
thou hast lost the other shall again say 
in thine ears,the place is too strait for me, 
give place to me that I may dwell.’ 
Ancient Israel forfeited her place in the 
affections of God by refusing to ack­ 
nowledge Ohrist as his son, hence were 
cast aside, or as the prophet expresses it 
were lost, and now they that rally 
around the cross; that constitute the re­ 
stored Israel shall say 'the place is too 
strait for me.* 
“The United States started out with 
13 colonies. Geographically they occu­ 
pied a part of the Atlantic seaboard and 
gradually have advanced their territor­ 
ial limits until the prophecy is about 
fulfilled: 
'For its dominion shall be 
from sea to sea, from the river unto the 
ends of the earth*’ 
“Thus declares prophecy and history 
says the word is sure. 
I would like, 
step by step, to follow up the wonderful 
story of territorial acquisition. 
How 
the child born out of the great revolu­ 
tion, outgrew its swaddling clothes, 
stretched forth its youthful arms, now 
strong with the bounding blood of rich 
promise of national life, purchased the 
great valley of the mighty Mississippi, 
acquired by sword the independence of 
Texas, soon thereafter to become a 
shining star in the galaxy, then by 
peaceful process, though not without 
protest upon the part of conservative 
ones, until the ends of the earth were 
reached through acquisition of Alaska.

“Victory added to victory, Cervera’s 
fleet joining that of Montijo’s to become 
the sporting place of monsters of the 
deep; the capitulation of Santiago, the 
comparatively peaceful occupation of 
Porto Rico, the Spanish cry for a cessa­ 
tion of hostilities, all. all crowding upon 
us has lead the nations of the earth to 
believe the hand of God is in this work 
“ We are making history with a won 
derful rapidity. The geography of the 
earth is being subjected to marvelous 
changes. From the little stretch of sea 
board of a hundred years ago we have 
become a power reaching almost half 
around the globe. 
Truly restored Israel 
extends “from the river to the ends of 
the earth. ’ ’ 
“The little one has become 
a thousand and a small one a strong na 
tion.’’ 
“But the end is not yet. Knowledge is 
to increase and the children of the land 
are to know God. 
This we believe to 
be the mission of our country. The 
added millions are to be instructed in 
ways of righteousness. God is placing 
upon us grave responsibilities. 
We are

school houses and churches.

Alanin* Hemp. 
Every engineer knows what manilla 
hemp is, but few are aware that it is 
the product of a species of banana 
which is cultivated in certain localities 
in the Philippine islands. The plant, 
• called by the natives “ abaca,” throw* 
up a cluster of sheeting leaf stalks to a 
height of 20 or 80 feet, which spread 
* out at the top into a crown of huge un- 
v divided leaves. When it is 8 years old, 
Ut dp cut down aud the stalks are torn 
into (trips. Those strips, while still 
fresh, are drawn between a knife and a 
wooden block, and the soft cellulose 
matter is removed. The fiber is then 
-hnng up to dry in the open air until it 
vt fit for use. Each stalk gives about a 
Douxrd of fibeT, aud two natives wil 
turnout about 25 pounds a day. The 
inside fiber, which is thin and weak, is 
used by the natives for making articles 
of dress. The familiar manilla rope is 
made from the fiber of the outer layer 
'Which is hard and strong. Tho whole 
•supply of manilla hemp practically 
wines from the Philippines, and the 
United States consumes 41 per cent of it

M a n illa H e m p . 
Every engineer knows w hat manilla 
hemp is, but few are aware that it is 
the product of a species of 
banana 
which is cultivated iu certain localities 
in the Philippine islands. The plant, 
* called by the natives “ abaca,” throws 
up a cluster of slieatiug leaf stalks to a 
height of 20 or 30 feet, which spread 
v out at the top into a crown of huge un- 
u divided leaves. When it is 8 years old, 
U t da cut down aud the stalks are torn 
into Strips. 
These strips, while still 
fresh, are drawn between a knife and a 
wooden block, and the soft cellulose 
m atter is removed. The fiber is then 
-hung up to dry in the open air until it 
** tit for ase. Each stalk gives about a 
jpQund of fiber, aud two natives will 
%um out about 25 pounds a day. The 
inside fiber, which is thin and weak, is 
used by the natives for making articles 
of dress. The familiar m anilla rope is 
made from tho fiber of the outer layer, 
"which is hard and strong. 
The whole 
supply of manilla hemp practically 
oomes from the Philippines, aud the 
United States consumes 41 per cent of it

Portions of 
it will appear in the N ew s R eview each 
day. The captain writes, telling an inci­ 
dent of Honolnln: 
A number of our officers and men had 
entrusted our laundry to a Chinaman, 
said laundry to be delivered on board 
ship on Saturday evening, June 25. 
Your correspondent was included in 
this list of unfortunates, and Sing Lee, 
Queen street, rejoices in the possession 
of much valuable underwear, and will 
have a clear title to the 9ame if, for any 
reason,we fail to return to Honolulu. 
Lieutenant Ritchey, 
Company H, 
Washington, Pa., 
accompanied 
by 
several members of the Tenth, went 
ashore by permission on Saturday morn­ 
ing, and the expedition moved out with­ 
out the absentees. They will probably 
join us at Manila, coming with the 
third expedition. The Monterey was to 
escort us to Manila, and we felt com­ 
paratively safe in consequence. 
For 
some reason this project did not mater­ 
ialize and the mammoth monitor re­ 
mained in the harbor when we started 
away. 
Then came rumors thick and 
fast among the men about stray Spanish 
gunboats which might pick us up as 
prisoners or consign one and all to a 
watery grave, ’neath the placid seas of 
the gentle Pacific, and our board of 
strategy came in for hot condemna­ 
tion. 
Sunday at sea. June 26, was a won­ 
derfully beautiful day, sunshine and 
light tropical showers about balancing 
the time. Church services morning and 
evening. 
The China and Zealandia 
easily forged to the front, but were com­ 
pelled to ease up on account of the 
erratic work of the Senator. Last night 
two sentries were caught asleep on post 
on the China.

A Historic W reck. 
"In the harbor of Santiago de Cuba,*’ 
says Maturin M. Ballou in Due South, 
“ a sunken wreck is pointed out, par­ 
tially visible at low tide, not far from 
the shore. Only the ribs and stanchions 
are still held together by the stout keel 
timbers and lower sheathing. 
This 
wreck has lain here unheeded idfcyears, 
yet what a story these old timbers 
might tell had they only a tongue with 
which to give voice to their experience 
—literally the experience of ages.” 
Reference is made to the remains of 
the old St. Paul, one of the ships of the 
great Spanish armada that Philip II 
sent to England in 1588, being one of 
the very few of that famous flotilla 
that escaped destruction at the time. 
What a historical memento is the old 
wreck! After a checkered career, in 
which this ancient craft had breasted 
the waves of innumerable seas and 
withstood the storms of nearly three 
centuries, she was burned to the wa­ 
ter's edge here in the harbor of Santi­ 
ago a few years since and sunk, where 
her remains now lie, covered with slime 
and barnacles—a striking emblem of 
the nation whose flag she once proudly 
bore.—New York Tribune.

plugging away, and a few days ago 
found that there was only $400,000 left. 
So I gave Mr. Hutchinson a certified 
check for the amount and closed up the

Major Gibbons Will Explore the 
Continent From End to End. 
One of the most fascinating under­ 
takings of recent years is the expedition 
which Major Gibbons w ill make from 
end to end of Africa through the heart 
of the dark continent. 
Major Gibbons w ill act under the or­ 
ders and auspices of the Royal Geo­ 
graphical society and w ill also receive 
grants from various government depart­ 
ments. 
He w ill be accompanied by a 
mineralogist, an ornithologist,a botanist 
and probably four or five British army 
officers and a dozen stout Zulus. 
The 
:idea is to go from Cape Town to the 
Zambezi and 
there complete Major 
Gibbons’ explorations in Barotsiland. 
By January the party should be ready to 
eave the Zambezi neighborhood for the 
Kongo by way of the Luaiaba river and 
ake Bangweolo to determine the Kon­ 
go’s sources. 
Then, returning as far as 
the Kuknga, they will traverse to Tan­ 
ganyika and cross 600 miles of desert 
and forest land to Victoria Nyanza, 
thence going down the Nile by boat. 
The equipment of the expedition is 
rather remarkable. 
It includes a steam 
aunch of aluminium, which can be 
taken apart in sections of 120 pounds 
each, so that each can be slung on a 
pole between two carriers. This launch 
has two tiny engines, and it can, if 
necessary, be divided into two smaller 
launches, each with its engine. 
Alu­ 
minium barges, also built in sections and 
containing the 
equipment, 
w ill be 
towed by the launches. With a small, 
well armed party and a splendid equip­ 
ment Major Gibbons expects to get 
through Africa with no difficulty.— 
New York World.

Although Senor Sagasta did not state 
the nature of this measure, it is sup­ 
posed th at it will provide for the con­ 
tinuation of the suspension.

“ The governm ent will not discuss in 
any form the questions of peace and 
war. 
Indeed, the deputies would be 
entirely lacking in the m aterial neces­ 
sary for a discussion. The debate could 
not bo based ou concrete, positive facts, 
founded on indisputable documents, 
since the necessary inform ation has not 
yet arrived. 
“ Moreover, no discussion is perm issi­ 
ble of m atters at present under consid­ 
eration of the supreme councils of war 
and m arine. 
“ A nother reason w hy questions of 
peace and w ar should not be discussed 
is th at diplom atic negotiations are now 
being carried on; and a debate on these 
subjects m ight be provocative of unde­ 
sirable complications. 
It m ust not be 
said th at peace is signed and discussion 
is now allowable. 
Peace is not signed. 
Spain is still a t war w ith the United 
States. 
The two nations have merely 
concluded a suspension of hostilities in 
(order to negotiate peace. 
These nego­ 
tiations may be brought to a successful 
issue, but it m ight happen th at hostili­ 
ties will be recommenced.

St. P etersburg, Aug. 29.—By order 
of Emperor Nicholas, C ount M uravieff, 
the foreign m inister, on the 24th inst., 
handed to the foreign diplom ats at St. 
Petersburg a note declaring th at the 
m aintenance of peace and the redac­ 
tion of the excessive arm am ents now 
crushing all nations is the ideal for 
which all governm ents ought to strive. 
The czar considers the present mo­ 
ment favorable for the inauguration of 
a movement looking to this end, and in ­ 
vites the powers to take part in an in ­ 
ternational conference as a m eans of 
thus securing real and lasting peace 
and term inating the progressive increase 
of arm am ent. 
London, Aug. 29.—The czar's propo­ 
sition for an international conference 
for the purpose of securing real and 
lasting peace am ong the powers and 
the term ination of the progressive in ­ 
crease in arm am ents, as conveyed in a 
note from Count M uravieff, the Russian 
foreign m inister, to the foreign diplo* 
m ats at Bt. Petersburg, is likely to pro­ 
duce a sensation throughout Europe, 
and, coming from such a quarter and 
w ith such evident sincerity of purpose, 
it is likely to have im portant effects. 
There is no doubt tn at w ith Russia 
taking the lead in such a step Germ any, 
France and the other nations w ill be 
ready to follow* 
The text of the note follows: 
“ The m aintenance of general peace 
and the possible reduction of the ex­ 
cessive arm am ents which weigh upon 
all nations present them selves in exist­ 
ing conditions to the whole world as an 
ideal tow ard w hich the endeavors of 
all governm ents should be directed. 
The hum anitarian and m agnanim ous 
ideas of his m ajesty, the emperor, my 
august m aster, have been won over to 
this view rn the conviction th at this 
lofty aim is in conform ity w ith the 
most essential interests aud legitim ate 
views of ail the powers; aud the im ­ 
perial governm ent thinks the present 
moment would be very favorable to 
seeking the means. 
“ international discussion is the most 
effectual menus of ensuring all people’s 
l>eiiclit—a real durable peace, above all, 
puttiug an end to the progressive de­ 
velopment of the present arm am ents. 
“ In the course of 20 years the longing 
for general appeasem ent has grown es­ 
pecially pronounced in the consciences 
ut civilized nations; and the preserva­ 
tion of peace has. been put forw ard as 
aa object of international policy. 
It is 
rn its nam e th at great states have con­ 
cluded am ong themselves powerful alli­ 
ances. 
“ It is better to guarantee peace, that 
they have developed, in proportions 
hitherto unprecedented, their m ilitary 
forces aud still continue to increase 
them, w ithout shrinking from any sac­ 
rifice. 
‘‘N evertheless all these efforts have 
not yet been able to bring about the 
beneficient result desired—pacification. 
“ The financial charges following the 
upward m arch strike at the very root 
of public prosperity. 
The intellectual 
aud physical strength of the nation’s 
labor and capital are mostly diverted 
from their natural application and are 
unproductively consumed. 
Hundreds 
ot millions are devoted to acquiring ter­ 
rible engines of destruction, which, 
though today regarded as the last work 
of science, are destined tomorrow to 
lose all their value in consequence of 
some fresh discovery in the same field. 
National culture, economic 
progress 
and the production of w ealth are either 
paralyzed or checked in development. 
Moreover, in proportion as the arm a­ 
m ents of each power increase, they less 
aud less fulfill the object the govern­ 
m ents have set before themselves. 
“The economic crisis, due in great 
part to the 
system 
of 
arm am ents 
I’outranoe, and the continual danger 
which lies in this m assing of w ar m a­ 
terial are transform ing the arm ed peace 
of our days into a crushing burden, 
which the peoples have more and more 
difficulty in b lu in g . 
“ It appears evident th at if this state 
of thiugs were to be prolonged, it 
would inevitably lead to the very cata­ 
clysm it is desired to avert, and tne hor­ 
rors whereof make 
every thinning 
shudder in advance. 
“ To put an end to these incessant 
arm am ents and to seek the m eans of 
warding off the calam ities which are 
threatening the whole w orld—such is 
the supreme duty today imposed upon 
all states.

Dew Fall* There In H eavy Shower*—Dis­ 
tribution 
of R ainfall 
and 
H eat 
and 
Trade W ind D irection D uring th e R ainy 
beacon—Seldom H urricane Sw ept. 


Now that the acquisition of Porto 
Rico by the United States is an accom­ 
plished fact and the island will soon be 
visited by many of our people, it is of 
great interest to note the climatic and 
other physical adaptations to Ameri­ 
cans. 
Fortunately for the army under Gen­ 
eral Miles, the high region in which it 
has been moving, though not entirely 
exempt at this season from “ scorbutic 
diarrhoeas” and fierce fevers, is one of 
the least sickly and most salubrious 
areas to be found in any tropical island. 
In entering it Americans will, how 
ever, be greatly surprised to find that 
in the mountains and ravines the chill­ 
ing dews of even summer nights make 
the use of overcoats imperative. At the 
Kempshot observatory, Jamaica, Pro­ 
fessor Maxwell Hall of Kingston states, 
“ The dew is seen and heard to drip off 
the painted canvas roof like rain after 
a shower, ” and Porto Rico is equally 
famous for its morbifio dews. An old 
and very high European authority, 
Colonel Hinter, who resided several 
years in Porto Rico, said that its dews 
rivaled the fall of rain in continental 
Europe. 
The island, 108 miles long and 37 
miles wide at its widest part, is trav­ 
ersed in a general direction from east to 
west through nearly its whole length 
by the principal mountain chain, run­ 
ning in a somewhat zigzag course, but 
distant on the average about 25 miles 
fiom the north coast. A second moun­ 
tain chain, the Luquillo range, is much 
shorter, about 35 miles long, rising 
near Cape San Juan and curving irreg­ 
ularly for 25 miles to the westward, 
but never reaching more than 13 miles 
from the north coast, then 
bearing 
west-northwest and north for seven or 
eight miles and ending about ten miles 
from San Juan. The capital is thus in 
some degree sheltered by this mountain 
wall from the rain bearing trade winds, 
which in the warmest months blow 
mainly from easterly points, but often 
from southeasterly, especially during 
the hours from forenoon to evening. 
Nevertheless all the northern littoral 
and adjacent lowlands are subject to 
occasional flooding by torrential rains. 
Though there are no extended climatic 
observations covering the whole Porto 
Rican territory, the Spanish series of in­ 
ternational observations at San Juan, 
published by the weather bureau, show 
the general conditions prevailing in 
that city aud its vicinity. The most 
marked feature of the climate is that 
the summer's heat aud rainfall keep up 
until late autumn. This constancy of 
tropical heat has a very relaxing effect 
upon the body aud is therefore injuri­ 
ous to the health of strangers, though 
the heat is mitigated by trade winds 
and stiff land aud sea breezes. 
But in 
August and even later on the north 
coast the air is often intensely sultry, 
oppressive and almost calm, with little 
or no relief, so that Colonel Hinter pro­ 
nounced this the sickliest time for for­ 
eigners. For this reason he advised resi­ 
dents of temperate climates not to visit 
Porto Rico until November, when the 
weather becomes exquisitely fine and 
settled, continuing generally good dur­ 
ing the winter and early spring. In this 
beautiful island, under new auspices, 
doubtless there will spring up eventu­ 
ally a number of inviting winter resorts 
and sanitaria, for in the winter aud 
early spring Porto Rioo is less subject 
than even Cuba tochilling winds, blow­ 
ing out from freezing anticyclones that 
move east off the American coast. 
At San Juan the average temperature 
in August is very nearly 81 degrees F., 
in September, 80.5 degrees and in Oc­ 
tober 70.3 degrees. The rainfall in the 
capital—which is a fair index of that 
along the northeast coast of the island 
generally—averages about 0.65 inches 
during August, 5.30 during Septem­ 
ber aud 7. IO during October, but iii 
some 
yours 
September 
brings 
the 
heaviest ruins. 
It 
is obvious that 
with such heavy rainfall the narrow 
roads leading from the east coast to 
San Juan and those skirting the north 
coast are liable in these months to be at 
times badly -Slashed by the heavy show­ 
ers. The southern side of the island is 
relatively much drier than the northern, 
though the former is liable to excessive 
rains during the passage of a hurricane. 
The calm days in the hottest months 
average not fur from IO per mouth aud 
in some months exceed 18 aud even 20. 
Fortunately for Porto Rioo, it does not 
lie directly in the track of West Indian 
cyclones. 
At long intervals it has been 
visited by a desolating hurricane. The 
usual track of hurricanes runs in a 
northwestwardly course, a little north 
of the island in August and a little 
south of it in September and October. 
So erratic, however, are these trenton 
deus whirlwinds of the tropics, so liable 
to be deflected from their wonted paths, 
that it will be unsafe to assume, at 
least until late in autumn, that the 
danger has passed for Porto Rico. 
It cannot tie said that the anchorages 
are the best in the world, but a few of 
them are excellent and most of them 
sufficiently deep for ordinary craft. 


Mayaguez bay, on the west coast, arl- 
raitting vessels of any size, is the best 
anchorage in the island. Guauica is the 
best on the south coast. The east coast 
is fa irly indented and washed by a sea 
usually smooth. Un the rugged north 
side there are no good anchorages be­ 
tween Arecibo and San Juan, and the 
ocean current sets to southwestward, 
but the port of San Juan, affording good 
shelter, will be an important center of 
merchant shipping as well as an at­ 
tractive rendezvous for yachts whose 
owners are seeking health and pleasure 
in a winter cruise to the sunny seas of 
the tropics.—New York Herald.

Social R ecollection and a Sadden Soul 
FI Buttle o f th e P olish N ovelist.

D oes N ot T hink H e D id M ach W hen D e­ 
stro y in g a F le e t. 
Admiral Dewey is receiving hundreds 
of letters, bales of newspaper clippings, 
invitations to “ Dewey days,” copies of 
Dewey songs and Dewey poetry and a 
good many cablegrams, says the Cavite 
correspondent of the Chicago Record. 
There are many post cards and a great 
mass of short notes, all very congratu­ 
latory aud all very enthusiastic. Some 
nominate him for president in 1900, 
and others contribute equally glowing 
prophecies for the future. 
One man writes: “ Dewey, you are a 
peach. I’ll stick to you t i l l 
freezes 
over, and then I i i stick to you on the 
ice.” Another advises him to keep his 
health until 1900. 
A piece of poetry 
has come from the Topeka Capital, 
which starts out with “ Dewey was the 
morning and Dewey was the m an,” 
and follows this brilliant line with 
others of the same sort. 
The song 
“ What Did Dewey Do to Them?” has 
arrived, aud if the music comes the 
song ought to have a good run out 
in Manila bay.

O n B o a rd U n ite d S ta te s T r a n s p o r t 
M o h aw k , Aug. 24.—I began this letter 
in Onba, far away to the burning south 
where death and disease has made 
noxious the name of Santiago, trans­ 
formed strong men into living skeletons, 
and developed character in a manner 
wonderfnl to behold, and I guess I’ll 
continue it crowding the events upon 
my scanty store of paper as they were 
crowded upon os. 
At last the welcome news has arrived. 
We are to break camp and begin our 
journey home. 
The enthusiasm, so 
noticeable when previous orders of this 
kind were given, is not now apparent. 
The boys have been so often disap­ 
pointed that they put little faith in any 
orders. This time, however, there is no 
doubt, and it is positively stated the 
regiment will break camp at 5 o’clock, 
and carrying a day’s rations the men 
will march ont. No countermand hav­ 
ing come at noon the boys begin to pack, 
being compelled to leave shelter tents 
and taking the many relics gathered 
from the battlefield. 
While waiting for 
the bogle to sound assembly the usual 
rain comes down, and roads are quickly 
miniature 
rivers. 
Every 
soldier, 
drenched to his well tanned skin, hunts 
mementoes on the battlefield, nntil at 
the appointed time the battalions are 
formed and we take up the march to the 
bay. Sinking in mud to the shoetops 
the route is followed until we reach the 
city. There we find it better, and at 
the San Carlos club the regimental band 
gives an excellent concert in honor of 
the favors shown our soldiers by its 
members. 
After 
three 
cheers 
and 
a 
tiger 
and 
a 
display 
of 
American 
and 
Cuban 
colors, 
the march is resumed. 
Reaching the 
pier we find we mast remain on shore 
while the boat is being renovated. Packs 
are quickly unslung, and we start ont to 
see the city. 
Hundreds of refreshment 
stands lining the streets do a land office 
business, until tired of what sport they 
have found the boys straggle into the 
big freight shed, singly, in pairs, in 
squads, and spreading their blankets 
and ponchos on the dirty floor are soon 
asleep. 
Daylight finds something 
over a 
thousand pulling themselves together 
and preparing to miss nothing that may 
be of interest. 
All are permitted to go 
into town provided they remain within 
sound of the bugle, and the officers’ 
commissary is promptly besieged by 
hundreds, laying in supplies to take on 
board. It is necessary to have an order 
from an officer, but any who can unite 
can readily provide himself with the 
necessary requisition signing it Captain 
Smith, Jones or any old name. This 
continues until after noon when the 
Third battalion is ordered to move, and 
in a few minutes is going down the bay 
to the Mohawk. 
Once on board we find we are booked 
for*a seven days’ voyage on a irreat 
cattle ship made ready for our reception. 
She is a IS knot, twin screw steamer, 
capable of carrying two regiments com­ 
fortably, but as we are the only troops 
on board there is abnndant room. By 
the toss of a coin we get seoond choice 
of quarters and take the upper deck. 
A 
number of hammocks are quickly se­ 
cured, and those who are not fortunate 
in securing a prise quickly make swing­ 
ing beds of their blankets. The sick are 
pleasantly quartered in a large, airy 
apartment forward. We have only been 
aboard a short time when the other 
battalions oome, and the work of load­ 
ing baggage and supplies begins, but 
lasts only a short time because of dark- 
ness. Then a fair supper of hard tack 
aud canned beef, the first rations issued 
since leaving camp, is served, aud the 
boys turn in for more pleasant dreams 
than they have had for along time. The 
nightmare is passing. 
Daylight finds a large force loading 
supplies, while those so fortunate as to 
escape fatigue duty are getting ac­ 
quainted with the ship and locating the 
cook or steward who can be induced to 
smuggle out a buttered bun or some 
other delicacy not on the arm? bill of 
fare. Then we learn the officers ’ horses 


have arrived from Porto Rico w'here 
they been with the remainder of Garret­ 
son’s brigade, and there is more delay, 
but we start in time to see the lower 
bay and channel. 
A gale threatens to stop any further 
progress for the night, but the wine! 
abates and we continue the journey 
Passing the useful 
Merrimac, whose 
stack and spars alone show above water, 
we come to the Riena Mercedes, per 
forated by American shells and showing 
only her battered bow and a portion 
of her deck. Next we come to Morro, 
scarred and torn in hundreds of places, 
but still standing silent and defiant, 
able to bear the assaults of the fleets of 
the world. The small turrets have been 
knocked away, but the only damage to 
the exterior can be seen in holes here 
and there, but which are not in depth 
one-tenth the thickness of the walls. 
The principal damage seems to have 
been made by shells dropped into the 
interior. 
Because the machinery has seen fit to 
break, the morning of Aug. 18 finds ne 
on the southern coast of Cuba. The sea 
is rough, and because of insufficient 
ballast the ship rolls heavily. 
As a re­ 
sult almost every soldier is providing 
for the welfare of the fishes. 
Then 
there is other trouble. 
The rations, 
consisting of hot coffee, canned roast 
beef .beans and tomatoes,do not suit. The 
meat is unseasoned, and there Is no salt 
on board. These things the boys do not 
like. In the evening an effort is made 
to provide soup, but there is little more 
than a gill per man, another breeder of 
discontent. ‘ At length the boys gather 
on the hurricane deck, and a concert 
begins. There are no printed programs, 
but every one knows it is an un­ 
usual 
event. 
Popular 
songs 
are 
sung, and wherever possible the word 
soup is used with great emphasis. Then 
they give three deafening cheers for 
Major Weybrecht, after which someone 
yells “three cheers for Captain Kuhns,’’ 
our quartermaster, but they are not 
given. Instead are groans and hisses, 
loud and strong. There is no attempt 
at concealment in this popular demon­ 
stration. The noise penetrates to Colonel 
Hard’s quarters. He hastily approaches 
the crowd, calls the demonstrators a 
pack of cowards, and says Captain 
Kuhns paid himself for the soup as we 
were not entitled to it. Of course there 
is much indignation over the nee of that 
expression concerning cowards, bat the 
incident provides material for uncom­ 
plimentary talk for a good part of the 
night. 
When morning comes an investiga­ 
tion discloses that Captain Kuhns has 
been issuing the regular travel rations 
and is not to blame. On the St. Paul 
the regiment carried 80 days’ field 
rations, aud had mess pork and bean 
soap too. The boys expected even better 
fare on the return trip, and that feeling 
caused the demonstration. But it re­ 
sults in bean sonp once a day. 
Now we are speeding 
northward 
through a beautiful sea. All is well 
until Monday morning when Company 
E loses its first man. Private Okey J. 
Eddy was attacked with malaria the 
day before breaking camp and has been 
in the ship's hospital. Sunday he seemed 
almost well, but his mind began to 
wander, and he talked of home and his 
mother. The doctor knew his time on 
the earth was short and at 6 :30 o’clock 
he died. An autopsy disclosed that 
dysentery had killed him as it had killed 
scores of others. 
Now we must pass through the saddest 
feature of a voyage—a burial. 
The 
body is sewed in a canvas sack, the 
shot is attached and after a chapter 
from the Bible and the beautiful burial 
service of the Episcopal church has been 
read all that is mortal of a soldier, who 
ever did his duty, is pushed gently into 
the sea. Private Eddy was bright, well 
educated and a favorite with officers aud 
men. 
He will rest in peace. 
Just before the service a shot is heard, 
and we learn that a sailor, while exam­ 
ining a soldier’s pistol, has been shot 
through both legs, but will recover. 
There is auother incident. 
A number 
of soldiers refuse to do duty and are put 
in dungeon on bread and water for 48 
hours, but they do not suffer since their 
comrades see they have three of the 
squarest kind of meals every day. We 
are now off the coast of Virginia, and 
expect to sight land tomorrow. 
Now Wednesday has dawned, and 
after a few miles have been passed we 
will anchor. 
We have enjoyed beauti­ 
ful weather, aud with the assistance 
of a few volunteers from the regiment 
the ship has maintained her speed. 
AU the sick are improving, and in 
the delightful climate of Long Island at 
this season will soon be well. 
The offl- 
cere are talking of the Eighth going to 
Porto Rico or Havana, but the men 
want none of it. 
They have done their 
duty, and think they should be mustered 
out when the quarantine is lifted.

We arrived at Siboney 
too late to have any part or glory from 
the fighting, and consequently were 
given a most unhealthful location where 
we protected Uncle Sam’s stores from 
bands of thieving Cubans. 
At times 
disease claimed 60 per cent of some com­ 
panies. and only when our soldiers be­ 
gan to die off like sheep were we allowed 
to move. The regiments on the firing 
line were in paradise when compared to 
us. They were protected from Spanish 
bullets by stout earthworks, and had 
high, clear ground for camps. 
As a re­ 
sult of the campaign the Eighth brings 
home a large number of men who are 
physically far from being what they 
were when we left Camp Alger, and 
some may never enjoy good health. In 
narrow graves on a miserable isle lie an 
officer and 20 men, while the sea rolls 
over the only loss of Company E. Yet 
some officers will cry out for garrison 
duty, forgetting that no military glory 
come* to the private soldier. 
This is my last letter and as I close 
the ship swings in. the anchor chain 
rattles 
out, the inspectors come on 
board, and we at last know down deep 
in our hearts the real sentiment of 
“Home Sweet Home."

M a n illa H e m p . 
Every engineer knows what manilla 
hemp is, but few are awarn that it is 
the product of a species of 
banana 
■which is cultivated in certain localities 
in the Philippine islands. The plant, 
palled by the natives ‘‘abaca, ” throws 
up a cluster of abetting loaf stalks to a 
height of 20 or 60 feet, which spread 
* out at the top iuto a crown of huge un- 
w divided leaves. When it is 3 years old, 
tit ds out down and the stalks are torn 
into Btripa Those strips, while still 
fresh, are drawn between a knife and a 
wooden block, and the soft cellulose 
matter is removed. The fiber is then 
hung up to dry in the open air until it 
4it for use. Each stalk gives about a 
tjoand of fiber, and two natives will 
4*rn out about 25 pounds a day. 
The 
inside filler, which is thin and weak, is 
used by the natives for making articles 
o f dress. The familiar manilla rope is 
made from tho tiber of tho outer layer, 
which is bani and strong. The whole 
supply of manilla hemp practically 
pomes from the Philippines, aud tho 
United States consumes 41 per OOH! of it

A 12 inch rifle is 38 feet long, with 
4 feet external diameter at the breech, 
and weighs 48 tons. Its 850 pound shot, 
driven by a 430 pound charge of brown 
prismatic powder, leaves the muzzle 
with a velocity exceeding 1,400 miles 
I*-r hour aud would reach a target at its 
effective range of 54* miles in 24 sec 
onds, while it would take the report of 
its discharge 27 seconds to traverse the 
same distance. At a range of I % miles 
this shot would perforate 19 inches of 
solid steel. 
The 250 pound projectile of the 8 inch 
rifle will penetrate a foot of armor at 
the range of a mile. 
The six 4 inch 
rapid fire guns within the superstructure 
each deliver eight 40 pound projectiles 
in a minute, while the twenty 6 pound­ 
ers distributed over the vessel can be re­ 
plied upon to clear an enemy’s decks or 
to disable torpedo boats by maintaining 
a terrific hail of explosive shell, capable 
of destroying any unarmored position. 
The final oflensive resources of the cita­ 
del are the four torpedo tubes, each pre­ 
pared to launch automatic and dirigible 
destroyers containing 160 pounds of 
gun cotton.—Chautauqua!!.

This is the inside story of the fall 
and rise in a financial way of the credit 
of John Cudahy, who five years ago 
owed $2,000,000 as the result of the 
failure of a big lard speculation in 
which he aud N. K. Fairbank were in­ 
terested, aud who has recently cleared 
up tile indebtedness by paying over 
$400,000 to Charles S. Hutchinson, the 
trustee of the claims. 
It is told by the 
big packer himself: 
“ How did I do it? Simply by attend 
ing strictly to business and having a lot 
of good friends in the trade. 
There is 
nothing like having friends who wil 
stand by you.*’ So said Mr. Cudahy. 
“ The w’ay of it was this,” he went on 
“ In 1893 the long side of the lard 
market looked inviting, and Fairbank 
and I went into a deal. 
One day when 
we were carrying a big load the price 
was $9.50 a tierce, and that was none 
too high. 
We had sold freely for ship­ 
ment and had thousands of tierces on 
cars ready to go out. 
When, however, 
we came to negotiate our exchange, 
there was trouble. 
It was the panic 
year, and Chicago bankers were afraid 
to handle our drafts. We could get only 
$25,000, a mere bagatelle, on our New 
York exchange, and we bad to suspend 
shipments. 
We ran short of fonds to 
carry out our contracts on the board 
and had to give it up and close out all 
our trade. 
“ On the day of the suspension my 
indebtedness was $1,950,000. To offset 
this I had in packing interests and real 
estate $8,350,000 worth of property 
earning money. 
None of my assets, 
however, could be turned into cash 
quickly. I called my creditors together 
and asked for time. 
They were good 
fellows and agreed. 
Mr. Hutchinson 
was made trustee. I was able to pay 20 
per cept almost at the start. 
I kept 
plugging away, aud a few days ago 
found that there was only $400,000 left. 
So I gave Mr. Hutchinson a certified 
check for the amount and closed up the 
affair.”—New* York Journal.

Major Gibbous will act under the or­ 
ders and auspices of the Royal Geo­ 
graphical society and will also receive 
grants from various government depart­ 
ments. 
He will be accompanied by a 
mineralogist, an ornithologist,a botanist 
and probably four or five British army 
officers and a dozen stout Zulus. 
The 
idea is to go from Gape Town to the 
Zambezi and 
there complete Major 
Gibbons’ explorations in Barotsiland. 
By January the party shoald be ready to 
leave the Zambezi neighborhood for the 
Kongo by way of the Lualaba river and 
Lake BangweoJo to determine the Kon­ 
go’s sources. 
Then, returning as far as 
the Kukuga, they will traverse to Tan- 
gauyika aud cross OOO miles of desert 
and forest laud to Victoria Nyanza, 
thence going down the Nile by boat 
The equipment of the expedition is 
rather remarkable. 
It includes u steam 
auuch of aluminium, which can lie 
taken apart in sections of 120 pounds 
each, so that each can be slung on a 
pole between two carriers. This launch 
has two tiny engines, aud it can, if 
necessary, be divided into two smaller 
launches, each with its engine. 
Alu­ 
minium barges, also built in sections and 
containing the 
equipment, 
will be 
towed by the launches. With a small, 
well armed party and a splendid equip­ 
ment Major Gibbons expects to get 
through Africa with no difficulty.— 
New York World.
